12 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

17 (1) THREATEN TO COMMIT ANY CRIME LIKELY TO RESULT IN DEATH OR

4 © A PERSON WHO VIOLATES SUBSECTION (A)(2) OF THIS SECTION ISGUILTY
5 OF A FELONY AND ON CONVICTION ISSUBJECT TO IMPRISONMENT NOT EXCEEDING
6 10 YEARS OR A FINE NOT EXCEEDING $10,000 OR BOTH.

7 (D) A SENTENCE IMPOSED UNDER THIS SECTION SHALL BE IN ADDITION TO
8 ANY OTHER SENTENCE IMPOSED FOR A CONVICTION ARISING FROM THE SAME

9 FACTS AND CIRCUMSTANCES, UNLESS THE EVIDENCE REQUIRED TO PROVE EACH
10 CRIME ISSUBSTANTIALLY IDENTICAL.
